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ABSENTEE, On-LINE AUCTION CONDITIONS OF SALE 


1. This is a vetted, on-line, absentee auction. Each lot 
has a printed, estimated value range and the 
closing time of the lot. Each lot also has an 
unprinted reserve, which is generally about 
1/2 of the low estimate, but may vary. The 
estimates are intended as a guide only. The closing 
times listed are New York time (Eastern Standard 
Time). 


2. There are several ways to bid. You may see current 
bid standings and place bids 24 hours a day, 7 days a 
week on-line at www.arteprimitivo.com or you may 
bid manually by telephone, fax, e-mail or in person at 
the gallery.
